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Taylor Elected; 
Hopes To End 
Council Strife 


With little drama, it was over almost as fast as 
the balloting began. There was no debate. None 
of the fanfare and intrigue that has often 
trademarked the selection of an Agawam Town 
Council president on the first Monday in January 
was evident. 

The vote came near the very end of the meeting, 
something that also was different than the past. 

By a 7-4 vote, first-term Councilor James Taylor 
was elected new president of this often com- 
bative Town Council. This was followed by a 6-3-2 
vote which favored. Councilor George Bitzas as 
the new council vice-president. 

. Quickly Calls For Unity 

Taylor immediately called for unity on the coun- 
cil, which has been bitterly divided (six votes to 
five) since the controversial removal of Casimir 
Tryba from his position as Health Department 
sanitarian this past July.

Veteran councilor and former long-time School 
Committee member Walter Balboni received four 
votes. Those supporting Balboni included Gary 
Suffriti, Louis Russo, outgoing council President 
Joanne Willis, and Balboni. 

Russo nominated Balboni, saying that his many 
years of service to the community merited his 
selection. Russo also pointed out that Balboni 
would immediately be able to step into the 
Mayor's Office in the event that this became 
necessary. The council president automatically 
becomes acting mayor in the absence of the 
mayor, Russo noted.

Bitzas Was The Night’s Surprise 

The selection of Bitzas came as a surprise as it 
was thought going into Monday night’s meeting 
that Mrs. Gravel and Brindle, the council vice- 
president going in, would each be nominated. 

Caba immediately nominated Bitzas, followed 
by Russo’s nomination of Balboni and Mrs. Willis’ 
nomination of Mrs. Gravel. 

Again, the vote was quick. Bitzas received six 
votes, including Mrs. Fuller, Brindle, Ennis, Caba, 
Taylor, and Bitzas. 

Balboni received three votes - Russo, Suffriti, 
and Balboni; Mrs. Gravel received her own vote 
and one from Mrs. Willis. 

Taylor became the third council president in a 
year. Mrs. Fuller was selected the new president 
to open the 1992 session but was removed last 
spring in favor of Mrs. Willis. Mrs. Willis announc- 
ed in late November she would not be seeking the 
council presidency again. 

The politics surrounding the council leadership 
now squarely places Mayor Christopher C. 
Johnson in a more favorable position in dealing 
with the often divided council. Both Taylor and 
Bitzas are considered staunch supporters of 
Johnson's, while Mrs. Willis found herself at odds 
with the Mayor since taking over last spring. 

Taylor said Tuesday afternoon he would be will- 
ing to work with anyone. He discounted the fact 
that other than Mrs. Gravel, the same voting block 
of six supported his candidacy. 

“| think the six to five division on the council is 
beginning to fade,” Taylor told us. “I! do not 
believe this will happen on every key issue any 
longer. | received seven votes Monday night and 
that is a start. Anyone who is willing to work with 
me will find that | am willing to work with them.” 

As an immediate example of this, Taylor said 
Monday night’s initial 9-2 vote of support for 
revamping the town’s Law Department may be an 
indication that the 1993 council will no longer bea 
divided one. 

Ability To Lead Council 

Taylor also said his so-called close ties with 
Johnson (by several other councilors) would not 
cloud his ability to lead the council. “lam my own 
person and will not be led by anyone,” Taylor said. 

Taylor, 38, is owner of Taylor Properties in town 
and is a member of the Agawam Revolver Club 
and the Agawam Republican Town Committee. 

Taylor said there will be a few changes in com- 
mittee assigments on the council, one of which 
will be a new chairman of the Route 57 (the com- 
mittee he currently chairs).

Former AHS Soccer Coach 
Responds To Negative Letter 


To The Editor: 

Having been a former AHS soccer coach and 
being a parent of a varsity soccer player and 
wrestler, | would like to offer my opinions about 
some of the ideas in a well-meaning letter by 
Thomas Conway, published recently by you in the 
AAN. 

1) Since Dick Cowles, the soccer coach this 
past season, is the same coach whose team won 
the Western Mass. championship in 1986, it does 
not seem logical to blame him alone for this 
year’s poor record. 

2) The championship team of 1986 was the pro- 
duct of a good in-town and PVSL program and the 
late Rich Parolo. My last memory of Rich occurred 
on a sunny day at the AHS kickboard, when Rich 
was kicking passes to his son Ricky so that Ricky 
could practice his shooting. 

That championship team had many good 
players, but | would guess that if we compared 
their hours on the field after junior high to the 
hours our present players have put in, there would 
be a big difference. Most of our varsity soccer 
players are not getting the hours on the field 
which would equal those of their Central, Ludlow, 
and Cathedral opponents. 

One reason for that is that many of our soccer 
players play other sports, but so did members of 
our championship team. 

3) The soccer parents and alumni should go toa 
few wrestling meets to see how Phil Tomkiel has 
created a dynasty. His recipe requires good 
coaching, lots of competition for varsity spots, 
and boys who live the sport 12 months a year. 

Many of Phil’s boys this season will not see 
much varsity time this year, even though they 
would be starters at other schools. Two years ago, 
Phil lost two wrestlers to injuries in the same 
weight class; his third wrestler finished the 
season and won the Western Mass. individual 
championship. ; 

Compare that to our soccer team, which did not 
function as well as it could have with a healthy 
Dave Zielinski. 

4) How does Phil do it? What can we learn from 
him? One answer is to realize that our wrestlers 
have about a dozen coaches. 

At the last meet, one of our lightweights pinned 
his opponent. Who was beaming behind the 
bench, proud of the fact that he had taught him 
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| the move? Mike Cooper, our former champion. 


Our champion wrestlers come back to help 
teach the younger wrestlers and give them the 
competition they need to improve their skills. 
Maybe we should try the same system in soccer. 

5) If we soccer enthusiasts want to improve our 
future varsity teams, we are going to have to pro- 
vide off-season coaching and playing time equal 
to our opponents. Several former professional and 
college players have promised to help this spring, 
and | would like to hear from others who are will- 
ing to help. 

The varsity coach cannot do much in the off- 
season because of MSSPA rules, soit is up to the 
rest of us to help him out. How much help did Dick 
Cowles get in the last few years? 

Let’s try the Phil Tomkiel system this spring 
and stop blaming the varsity coach for our 
mediocrity.

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Use Common Sense 
When Your Car Fails 
On Wintery Road 


You are driving down the highway when sud- 
denly you have car trouble. James Moynihan, 
President of the Safety Council of Massachu- 
setts, suggests the following measures ‘when 
your car breaks down or has a flat tire on the 
highway. 

At the first sign of car trouble, gently and 
smoothly take your foot off the accelerator. Do 
not brake hard or suddenly. Carefully work your 
vehicle toward the breakdown lane or the side of 
the road. 

lf you are on an interstate, try to reach an exit. 
Signal your intentions to drivers behind you. If it is 
necessary to change lanes, watch your mirrors 
and the traffic around you closely. 

Once off the road, make your car visible. Put 
flares, warning flags, or reflectorized triangles 
behind your vehicle to alert other drivers; use your 
emergency flashers. If it is dark, turn on the in- 
terior dome light. 

When you have a flat tire, be certain.that you 
change it safely without being close to traffic. If 
that is possible, change the tire as,you normally 
would. Remember, safety must take precedence 
over your schedule or whatever other concerns 
you may have. 

Reekeeeeeew 

However, when the car is beyond repair, it is 
best to get professional help. Do not try to flag 
down other vehicles. Raise your hood and tie 
something white to the radio antenna or hang it 
out a window so police officers or tow truck 
operators will know help is needed. 

Don’t stand behind or next to your vehicle. If the 
car is in the roadway, stand away from the vehicle 
and wait for help to arrive. 

If your car is safely out-of traffic, wait inside the 
vehicle with the doors locked. If someone stops 
and offers to help, open the window slightly and 
ask them to call the police. 

Watch for a uniformed police officer or other 
emergency personnel. All interstate highways and 
major roads are patrolled regularly. Also, some 
highways have special “call-for-help’”’ phones. 

It is inadvisable to walk on an interstate, 
especially during inclement weather. However, if 
you can reach a source of help on foot, without 
jeopardizing your physical or personal safety, try 
the direct approach by walking. 

Keep as far from traffic as possible and walk on 
the right side of the roadway. Never attempt to 
cross a multi-lane, high-speed roadway.

How To Survive A Tax Audit 


With nearly one-hundred million tax returns 
coming in annually, it’s no wonder that the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service audits only a small percen- 
tage of them. However, if the IRS comes knocking 
at your door, here are some facts on tax returns 
that are most likely to come under IRS scrutiny, 
according to IDS Tax and Business Services, a 
division of IDS Financial Services Inc. 

First, there’s the random audit from which no 
taxpayer is immune. These returns are selected 
by computer to generate a statistically valid ran- 
dom sampling. Returns are examined from top to 
bottom both for accuracy and to gather statistics. 
The statistics are then used to update a computer 
program that kicks out the larger number of 
returns that will be audited. 

Based on the statistics, the IRS determines an 
average score for tax returns. Returns that deviate 
too far from the average have a greater chance of 
being audited. 

Generally, as the complexity of your tax return 
increases, so do your chances of being audited. 
For instance, income from several different 
sources might trigger an audit notice. The same is 
true for some tax-sheltered investments. Errors 
also can prompt an audit of your return. 

So what do you do when you get a letter from 
the IRS? Taxpayers who panic and throw away the 
letter will get another letter—so you're best off 
per the letter to understand why you’re being 
audited.

Typically, the examination is about one part of 
your return—medical expenses or charitable con- 
tributions, for example. The letter will state when 
you're scheduled to meet with an auditor and 
what records. you'll need to bring with you. 

Some audits are conducted by mail. In that 
case, all you'll need to do is mail to the IRS the 
record(s) it requests. And if you do get a letter and 
are scheduled to meet with an IRS agent, you 
have the right to act on your own behalf, or you 
can be represented by an attorney, a CPA, or your 
tax preparer. In any case, it’s wise to have a tax 
expert with you.

Here are some steps that may help relieve some 
of your tension should the {RS come knocking on 
your door: 

Keep good records. The only defense is a good 
offense. Keeping good tax records can help better 
your chances of clearing up any disagreements or 
misunderstandings on your tax return. And 
because the IRS can initiate an audit within three 
years from the date you filed your original return, 
you should hang on to receipts for at least three 
years after the date you filed. 

Don’t volunteer information that isn’t re- 
quested. Unless you want the auditor to broaden 
the investigation, do not volunteer any extra infor- 
mation or bring any records not asked for in the 
letter explaining the purpose of the audit. 

Voice your disagreements. If your judgement 
on the validity of adeduction seems right, you do 
not have to automatically accept the auditor's 
view. Request an appeal on the item in question, 
read more on the topic, and return in a few weeks 
to see the regional appeals officer, who will give 
you an opportunity to present your arguments. 

For a nominal fee, you can further appeal an 
issue to the U.S. Tax Court (which is similar to a 
small claims court). The court’s decision on your 
case is legally binding for you, but does not set a 
precedent for all other taxpayers, as does the ex- 
pensive process of proving a case in federal 
courts.

Your social security number, name, address, 
and other identifying data are all on the preprinted 
label. If you need to make any changes, carefully 
make them right on the label. Use the label even if 
you do not use the tax forms in the tax package 
you received. 

A common misconception is that using the 
peel-off address label will trigger an audit. Actual- 
ly, coding on the label identifies the filer and the 
kinds of forms contained in the package. It does 
not in any way indicate the return should be 
audited. 

Errors can be avoided by using the special 
envelope in your tax package. It is preaddressed 
to help get it to its proper service center, and the 
coding speeds its sorting within the annual 
deluge of mail each center receives. 

Make sure you use the proper postage when 
mailing your. return. Most returns require one 
stamp; thicker returns, those usually containing 
over four items (i.e., Form 1040 and three at- 
tachments), require additional postage. 


Returns sent back to taxpayers for additional 
postage will not be considered timely filed even if 
they were originally mailed by April 15th. 

lf you go to someone to have your return 
prepared, take your tax package with you. The 
preparer can use the label and envelope for your 
return.

Get Your Refund Fast 


You can get your federal income tax refund 
weeks ahead of the crowd. File your return elec- 
tronically. 

Last year, nearly 11 million taxpayers chose 
electronic filing. By doing so, they eliminated the 
hand processing of their returns and many of the 
errors that held up other tax returns—errors such 
as missing schedules and arithmetic mistakes. 


If you are due arefund, you may getit in as little 
as three weeks, two weeks if you have your refund 
deposited directly into your checking or savings 
account. 

If you owe additional tax, you can file now and 
pay by April 15th.

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Cigarette Smoke And 
Eye Disease

There are many hazards that our eyes face ona 
day to day basis. Cigarette smoke is one potential 
hazard to eye health that is being studied. 

According to studies published in the August 
26th edition of the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, smokers are at twice the risk of 
cataract formation as nonsmokers. Other addi- 
tional risk factors for cataract formation are age, 
exposure to ultraviolet light, and certain drugs. 

Cigarette smoke contains carbon monoxide, 
which is similar in size and structure to oxygen. 
Oxygen is the chief energy source for the nerves, 
especially in the eyes. 

Carbon monoxide replaces oxygen in the blood 
and starves the nerves and tissues of oxygen. 
Since the nerves are oxygen starved, they do not 
work as well and smokers may experience 
decreased night vision. 

Starving the tissues of oxygen, called hypoxia, 
may lead to a reaction which causes the tissue to 
age prematurely. The individual layers which 
make up the lens of the eye may age and lead to 
early cataracts. Smoking is a preventable cause 
of cataract formation, as is limiting one’s ex- 
posure to ultraviolet light. 

Those patients with macular degeneration may 
have their condition worsened by hypoxia and are 
advised not to smoke. In addition, pollutants in 
smoke may lead to dry eye symptoms. 

Cigarette smoking can cause or exacerbate a 
number of eye problems in addition to lung and 
heart disease. Since it is a preventable cause, why

AHS does promote ethnic education during a 
Foreign Language Week, and many of the 
school’s population participate in the ethnic 
lunch menu served that week.

School Committee 
To Again Air Policy 
On Hiring Coaches

A first reading of the hiring policy for extra- 
curricular positions gave way to another debate 
among School Committee members regarding 
coaching issues during their last meeting in 
December. 

The policy was sent back to the policy subcom- 
mittee for refinement of the wording, and it is 
hoped the revising will clarify what at least one 
member deems vague or ambiguous language. 

School Committee member Susan Pettazzoni 
said she had suggested a revision of the hiring 
policies “throughout the system in January 1992,” 
when she first came to the committee. Members 
Linda Galarneau and Teresa Kozloski were also 
pushing for a new method for hiring back school 
coaches. 

Mrs. Pettazzoni said, ‘| asked for a consistent 
policy on hiring. The policy we had was very am- 
biguous and very vague. Prior to November, the 
hiring policy simply stated that if a vacancy 
arouse during the summer, the superintendent 
would fill the position. 

“Since November, we now have two policies for 
hiring; one for teachers, and the other for non- 
tenured positions,” she said. 

The appointment of coaches and other non- 
tenured positions are made yearly on a recom- 
mendation from either the athletic director or 
other proper administrator (with evaluations). 

That recommendation is then submitted to the 
superintendent to accept or reject, and finally to 
the School Committee for a vote of approval. If re- 
jected, the process begins again. 

“Trying To Lay Down Some Guidelines” 

Mrs. Pettazzoni noted, ‘“‘The School Committee 
is trying to lay down some guidelines as to how 
the hiring shall happen. The policy committee will 
hopefully be bringing this back for consideration 
on January 12th, and it will still have to go through 
three readings if changes occur.” 

Mrs. Kozloski, the committee Vice- 
Chairwoman, agreed that the positions should be 
posted each year. But the policy has been confus- 
ed by issues of posting, interviewing, and per- 
sonalities. 

Some members, such as Louis Massoia, raised 
the argument that ‘good coaches should not have 
to worry each year that their positions are always 
in jeopardy of being lost to a new candidate,” and 
other members argue that it is more conspicuous 
if a posting only occurs when someone is not per- 
forming satisfactorily or retires. 

Athletic Director Kathleen McSweeney said she 


could see both sides of the issue. ‘You want the 


most qualified applicant for the position. 
However, if a coach is doing a good job 
establishing the program, | believe | owe it to that 
coach to stay in that position. 

“Some people might think | was crazy to keep a 
local coach if, say, Larry Bird moved into town 
and applied for the basketball coach’s position,” 
said Ms. McSweeney. 

She added, ‘‘I also have to look at the posting 
from the aspect of interviewing candidates who 
apply. We have 43 coaching positions, so if only 
one person applied for each position, that’s 43 in- 
terviews | must conduct yearly. That’s a lot of time 
involved.” 

Two Viewpoints On The School Committee 

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder told 
us, ‘Clearly there are two positions on the com- 
mittee. The first issue is the annual posting being 
done, and the second issue is the interviews be- 
ing conducted as well.” 

He stated, ‘‘| am not an advocate of that at all. | 
am not interested in interviewing candidates for 
positions just because ‘Bobby Orr’ is available 
when a good coach is already doing the job.” 

He added, ‘The positions would be posted on 
an annual basis, simply reminding the world that 
the positions are not tenured. If a position was go- 
ing to be vacated, then we would accept applica- 
tions and interview to find the most appropriate 
candidate for the next season.” 

Ryder noted that in each of the other com- 
munities in which he was superintendent, all ex- 
tracurricular positions or non-tenured positions 
were posted yearly in September. 

“It was merely a formality to identify a non- 
tenured position. Interviews were conducted only 
when a vacancy warrented a new appointment for 
a position,” concluded Ryder. 

School Committee member Louise David said, 
“1am not as confident that yearly posting is only a 
formality. As an employer who must hire people, | 
have realized the importance of creating job 
security to attract the best candidates, and keep 
them here in Agawam.”

- School Committee Slated To Vote On 
New Privileges For AHS Honor Society 


Agawam High School’s National Honor Society 
President Krysten D’Amato and Treasurer 
Stephanie Mason went before the School Com- 
mittee during a meeting on December 22nd to re- 
quest new privileges for NHS students. 

The School Committee was informed of the 
prerequisites required to be accepted into NHS. 
According to NHS guidelines, the criteria con- 
sists of the student having an 87 percent grade 
point average, extracurricular activities, and com- 
munity service. 

The NHS student also ‘must maintain high 
character and behavior standards,” according to 
NHS guidelines. 

NHS members work for the Agawam Lions Club 
restaurant during the Big E, raise money for the 
Agawam Heart Association, and participate in 
“Toy for Joy” and ‘Toy for Tots’ Christmas ac- 
tivities. 

In addition, NHS members tutor other students 
and display a general willingness to help others 
and give of their time. 

Their entreaty to the School Committee read, 
“As active members of the National Honor Socie- 
ty, we feel that we are an asset to the school and 
community and should be treated on a more 
responsible, adult level by the school system. 


“Therefore, we are requesting the following 
privileges: 

“4, Free or discounted admission to home spor- 
ting events. 

9. Permission to leave school grounds during 
studies and lunch, provided the student’s 
parents have signed a permission form. 

“3. An extra set of textbooks for home use (if 
available).

“4, Exemption from midterm of final exams 
if the student has a 90% or better in the class. 

“5. Permission to use the courtyard during 
study periods. 

“6. Use of a student lounge that would take the 
place of the courtyard during colder months. 

“7, Specified parking spaces for NHS 
members.” 

- Responses To NHS Students’ Requests 

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder 
stated, ‘‘| disagree with approving open campus 
for NHS students or any student. Even though 
parents release the School Committee from this 
responsibility (through a permission form), the 
courts find liability.” 

School Committee member Louis Massoia 
said, ‘I think the (NHS) students are deserving of 
these privileges with some modifications.” 

Member Linda Galarneau added, “I think the 
maturity level of these kids has been proven. 
Besides, you are not going to eliminate kids leav- 
ing campus by denying this request. At least 
these kids are asking permission. 


“1 think they would uphold these privileges, and 
penalties should go along with misuse,” she said. 


Vice-Chairwoman Teresa Kozloski added, ‘I 
would be in support of all seven of these 
privileges because they are primarily trustworthy 
students and it is an incentive to others.” 

Chairman Mayor Christopher Johnson said, ‘I 
agree with what you are saying, considering the 
pale! ot pe Ue Fe 

pulations Regarding Proposed Privileges 

The two NHS students Branent claritied: some 
of the questions asked by the board. They said the 
student lounge for colder months would be held in 


the cafeteria, and the exemption from midterms 
and finals would be a maximum amount, even if 
the student was a member of the Renaissance 
Program (which also requested test exemption 
with the permission of the teacher). That stipula- 
tion would be added to the NHS request as well. 

Stephanie noted, “There is a five-person faculty 
council which handles the disciplinary problems 
of the NHS,” and Johnson added that he would 
also like to see an addition to the privileges which 
stated ‘they could be revoked at the discretion of 
the AHS principal or NHS advisors.” 


Krysten elaborated on the fifth request, saying, 
“When it is warm in the spring, NHS students 
would like to go out to the picnic tables and 
study.” The courtyard has recently been cleaned 
ve ey students concerned with the environment at 


Ryder noted, ‘‘l agree with the caliber of the 
students, but do not favor open campus for NHS. | 
would rather be over-protective than relinquish 
our responsibility (because of accidents).” 


Mrs. Kozloski raised the question of a “release 
of liability form” for field trips if it was really of no 
value when put to the test. She said she would like 
to refine the wording of requests 2 and 4, but 
favored all seven of the NHS privileges. 

Johnson asked that this agenda item be tabled 
until the January 12th meeting “to examine the 
liability issue.” He noted, “I support the seven 
privileges, but | want to make sure on the liability 
before we go ahead and do it.” 

Member Roberta Doering tabled the item and it 
was seconded by Massoia. The committee 
unanimously tabled the request for consideration 
of vote until the next meeting. 






































1000th Point For 
Kim Trudel As

“As a coach, it was a beautiful thing to watch,” 
said a happy Lou Conte. “The ball went from 
teammate to teammate to teammate, and finally 
wound up in Kim’s hands and she scored her 
1,000th point.” 

The Agawam High coach has continually 
stressed team play to his quintet throughout the 
wondrous seasons that these kids have given us 
in the past five or six years, and so it was fitting 
that Kim Trudel would score her milestone point 
on a very team-oriented play.

But when the conversation shifts back to the good 
old days, that one terrific win in that otherwise 
lost season is what is most vivid in our minds. 

Regarding coaching changes and vacancies 
and so forth, I’m not really concerned with them. !f 
a change is made, a new coach will step in and do 
the job. Another man or lady will take the reins 
and life will go on. If the former coach still wants 
to coach, he or she will find a way. 

It is not the most glamorous or prestigious job 
in the world at the high school level. It is low- 
paying and demanding and it requires just the 
right flexibility of schedule to be able to even at- 
tempt to be considered for the position. 

Face it folks. Most of us are Red Sox and 
Patriot fans. We know how much we enjoy the 
wins when they come and how hard we take the 
losses. We've learned to ride that wonderful roller 
coaster. 

Let’s not turn around and dump the “must-win” 
mentality on our coaches and our high school 
athletes.

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Brownies Show Mettle 
In Close Loss To 
Undefeated Central

Agawam High boys’ basketball climbed several 
rungs up the ladder on Tuesday night—and they 
did it with a loss. The Brownies gave perennial 
Western Mass champion Central High (Spr- 
ingfield) their toughest test in these parts in many 
a year, as they held the lead for the bulk of the 
contest before bowing 70-63 in the end. 

Mike Martin spoke very candidly with the AAN 
following the game: “‘I’ll tell you this right now. 
You never know where the spark might come 
from, but | think this loss proved something very 
valuable to our kids. 


“It taught us that we can play with the kids in 
Springfield and if my center (Brendon Gallagher) 
doesn’t foul out, we win the game going away. We 
are a better team than they are and come tourna- 
ment time, if we get them, | think we will beat 
them.” 

Strong words? Anybody that. witnessed the 
events of January 5th knows that Mike Martin 
knows of what he speaks. The Brownies con- 
tinually broke the Central press with outstanding 
backcourt work from everybody, especially Mike 
Knodler (who had a marvelous game at the point 
guard slot for Agawam). Martin said, “He keeps 
on getting better and better.” 

Gallagher's Tale 

Gallagher was another story. He was murder on 
the glass all night long, collecting everything 
within six nautical miles of him and he pounded 
his way for 21 points (17 in the first half) before 
fouling out with 6:20 to play. 


Prior to his disqualification, the Brownies had 
taken the lead 23-21 on a Joe Gaylor power move 
with 5:58 to play, and they never surrendered the 
lead until Gallagher had been on the pine (for 
good) for over a minute. Central took a lead that 
they would never relinquish on the fast-closing 
Darryl Denson’s banker with 5:15 to play. 

You might have had an idea how the game 
would go in the early minutes. Shawn Smith got a 
tip-in for Central for the game’s first hoop, and 
Agawam would scream down the court (led by 
Knodler). They got SEVEN shots on the glass 
before Central finally came out with a rebound. 
Gallagher, Gaylor, and Jason Blackburn were the 
Windex guys as the game rolled along. - 

Gallagher would follow with an inside hoop to 
tie it and then he got inside for a three-point play 
for a 5-2 lead. The Smiths, Shawn and teammate 
Rudy, would give Central some momentum for the 
next five or six minutes, as they took two- and 
three-point leads until the game was knotted at 
19-19 on a Blackburn soft-tossing, right-wing 
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COACH MIKE MARTIN and his Class of 1993 members on the AHS varsity hoop team.

three. with nine minutes to play. 

Gallagher traded hoops with Anthony Dicker- 
son for the final tie score of the ballgame at 21-21. 
From there, Agawam was the team to catch. 
Blackburn drilled a three from the right corner for 
a 32-26 lead, but some excellent Golden Eagle 
bench play got them tied at the horn on a buzzer 
beater out of the short corner on the left side. 

It was 41-41 at halftime, and the crowd was 
abuzz at the closeness of the Paltvame: 

Gallagher began the second half with three per- 
sonal fouls, and he missed two at the line in the 
very early going. Gaylor put them on top with a 
hoop at 14:16, and Gallagher extended the lead to 
four with a stickback. 

Shawn Smith had a 17-footer to answer that, but 
consecutive hoops by Gaylor set up Nathan 
Wooley’s banker off the glass that had the home 
folks hopplng and Gentral screaming for a TO 
(Baby) with 10:11 to play and Agawam leading by 
10 points. 

In that fray, Gallagher picked up his fourth foul 
on a moving screen on the offensive end, and Mar- 
tin brought him over to the bench for a rest. 

Central Puts On The Pressure f 

Central ran three hoops in a row to cut it to four 
before Gaylor connected again. Denson (12 of 
Central’s final 17 points) went coast to coast at 
the 6:30 mark to bring his club to within 58-55. _ 
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On Agawam’s next trip, their first shot was er- 
rant and Gallagher went to the boards from his 
position on the right block. Somebody boxed nice- 
ly, and the big fellow was whistled for an over the 
back call. It was number five and he headed to the 
bench for the night. 

A Tom Briggs free throw was Agawam’s only 
point for a while as Denson scored in a variety of 
ways (free throws, corner jumper, layup) until Cen- 
tral had the lead at 64-59. Central tried to take the 
air out of the basketball, and the zebras forced 
Agawam to come out and play. 

“It was the wrong call,” Martin said firmly. “The 
lack of action rule went out two years ago. We 
wanted to get them in a one- or two-minute 

ame.” 

Still, Agawam got a Jason Blackburn lefty layin 
and a Gaylor free throw to come within two points 
with 2:50 to play. Martin and his players chose to 
foul Dickerson in the final two minutes, but the 
kid came through by sticking two foul shots. Den- 
son got a layup off the press and that was pretty 
much the story of the game. 

Many didn’t know how Central would respond 
to a game in the 60’s, but coach Howie Burns’ 
club hung in there nicely down the stretch and 
salted the game away. He took the victory home 
on this night.

Not Easy Chore 
For AHS Hoop

Coach Mike Martin got to see the best and the 
worst of his 1992-93 Agawam High boys’ basket- 
ball team last Wednesday night. Dr. Jeckyl and 
Mr. Hyde both made appearances for the 
Brownies. 

For much of the early going, Martin got to see 
his club turn the defensive screws on the Nor- 
thampton Blue Devils and bolt to a 17-7 lead on 
the strength of his inside game led by senior 
center Brendon Gallagher. 

Then in the blink of an eye, he watched his 
suspect backcourt give up the ball easily off the 
Northampton fullcourt pressure and suddenly a 
seven point halftime lead became a seven point 
second half deficit.

The senior might have tried to power through 
the pressure for the tying hoop, but he tossed the 
ball to Blackburn who spotted up and swished the 
jumper (his only three points of the second half!) 
The place went crazy. 

’Hamp’s desperation three pointer hit the front 
tim and bounded away and Agawam began its 
New Year's celebration one night early. The win 
put the Brownies at 5-1 on the season with four 
difficult independent assignments upcoming. 

Agawam’s victory dance at the end might not 
have been possible had it not been for a clutch 
shooting performance by Briggs midway in the se- 
cond half. 


Trailing 40-33 at the 9:21 mark, the Brownies 
made a steal and Knodler blazed in to complete 
the break. Senior Joe Gaylor followed by nailing a 
layup on a duckunder off another jailbreak. And 
then Briggs pulled up in the left corner and hit all 
cords ona 14 footer. That sent ’Hamp to a timeout 
with just a one point lead. 

On Agawam’s next possession, Briggs gave 
them the lead on a straight-out, high arching 15 
footer. Bret Chichaski followed with three of four 
free throws, sandwiched around a Knodler charity 
toss to give the Blue Devils another one point 
lead. But Briggs stepped out another couple feet 
and nailed another one from just inside the circle. 

The key to Northampton hanging around so 
long in this one was the furious backboard work 
of Chichaski and Luis Ramos. They created 
chance after chance on the offensive glass by 
slashing quickly to the hoop and not allowing the 
bigger Brownies to keep a body on them:

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Racing History At 
Riverside Park Rich 
In Great Tradition 


_ Riverside Speedway in Agawam has the distinc- 
tion of being one of the oldest and most suc- 
cessful race tracks in New England. Its origin 
coincided with the demise of “big band” ballroom 
dancing at Riverside Park. 

In 1948, Harvey Tattersall, Jr., president of the 
United Stock Car Racing Club, approached Ed- 
ward J. Carroll, Sr. (the late owner of the Riverside 
Park), about putting up a race track. By the end of 
the year, six races were run on the new, one-fifth- 
mite asphalt oval. The drivers liked the track, and 
Unitee had another track in its fold ... a track that 
has run continuously every season since and 
begins another one on March 27th, 1993. 

Riverside became a popular place for many 
drivers who gained distinction by battling every 
Saturday night to see who would come out on top 
in street cars without headlights, with windows 
rolled down, and with doors strapped shut. 
Among the early stars were Buddy Krebs, Jocco 
Maggiacomo, Benny Germano, Jerry. Humiston, 
and Ed Flemke ... champions in the 1950's. 

In 1951, The Riverside 500, an interesting ‘‘tag 

team” type race, was added to the schedule. It re- 
mained popular as a mid-season special until its 
demise in 1978. Drivers enjoyed the challenge of 
the distance and the team concept, and the fans 
liked seeing the extra racing excitement and 
strategy. 
; Germano and Gordon Casey, both of West Spr- 
ingfield, won the inaugural event. On Tuesdays in 
the 1960's, more cars were towed to the track than 
driven. Through the years, Tuesdays became the 
proving ground for many of today’s modified 
stars, as well as some who have retired. 

In 1972, the track was enlarged to a banked 
quarter-mile. NASCAR took over as the sanction- 
ing body in the bicentennial year. For 1986, there 
was a new Riverside Speedway; the speedway’s 
banks and turns were built higher and wider. 

Riverside Park Speedway opens its new season 
on March 27th, 1993. Come, be a part of the great 
racing history at Riverside Park Speedway, 
located on Route 159, Agawam, MA.

The Division of Fisheries and Wildlife Land Ac- 
quisition Department is providing funds to pur- 
chase 250 acres of land in the Rondeau Street 
area of Palmer, and another 250 acres in 
Westfield.
